Ihc present slato of the money market, j 
and in ire espeeialU in New-York city,| 
as growing out of the late deposite act 
and other caiiae.s, we applied for copiesj 
of it. They have been polilelv fiirnish-j 
ed, nnd will tend we believe, to remove| 
much misa| prehension in respect to thisi 
subject, and to correct many prevalent 
errors. 

IVashinoton, Oct. 22, 1836. 

Sir: In the present state «f the mon- 
ey maiket in England, we cannot look 
with confidence to a continuance of the 
import of ..specie from Europe. It might 
ihero'ore bo deemed beneficial by the 
Department, at this time, to procure a 
million of dollars or more in specie from 
Havana, or djimtiica. Should instruc- 
tions 'beuiven to fthat effect, to the Su- 
perintenneiit of the .Mint, the Bank of 
America will cheerfully act as agent 
(without any charge on their part) to 
carry the same into effect. Cuba or Ja- 
maica presenting at this moment the best 
pro.-ppct for obtaining a. supply.

Believing it will give you pleasure to 
remove the existing evils, as far as is 
compaiii'l® 'vdlt y»ur official duties, we 
beg to suggest for your consideration.,' 
the postpo.?ement of the warrants alrea- 
dy drawn on banks in the city of Now 
York, and runn ing to maturitv, in favor 
of banks in tlie S 'ate of New York, thir- 
ty days from the t.me they respectively 
fall due; and all thoso payable to banks 
tout of the Slate, three and six months; 
and, in ihe mean lime, to direct the banks 
on whom those w.trrants art drawn, to 
pface the amount of tho.se funds in the 
respective places required. 

}f may be proper to remark, that we 



have not come here as delegates or a- 
genls for any ins itutiuns or o licr.s, but

Gentlemen: Yrur communications of 
Ihc 22d inst. have both been received, 
and carefully considered.' 

In respect to your suggestion about Ihe 
mint, and the readiness of Ihe bank of 
America to aid the Government without 
charge In procuring a stipplv of suitable 
metal fer coi: ing, I am happy to ac- 
I'knowledge ihe liberality tif the i ffer,’ 
and to state, that the director of the 
mint, as long as last Aiigii.st and Sep 
jtember, had full authority c.infeVrcd on 
,hini for this purpose. At the same lime 
j he was requested to make seasonable 
'preparation to obtain llio amount of rriel- 
al probably needed to keep the mint I’n 
full ond active operation, and was a--su- 
red that any reasonable sums of monev 
would be irarsferred to him for that pur 
pose. I trust iliat on your serring liiin, 
or opcnitig a correspondenre with him, 
he will. give any further information de- 
sirable on this point. 

In respect to the other topics in your 
letters, connected w ith the present state 
of the money market, you do not err in 
“believing it will give me pleasure to re- 
move the existing evi!s, as f;ir as is com- 
patible with my official duties.” 

But ns the causes which you justly as- 
sign for those evils are so deeply sealed 
and wide spread, and are so disconnect 
ed with the operations of this Depart- 
ment, it is hardly piaclicablo that any 
durable or efficient relief can be obtain- 
ed, except by a removal or modification 
of the causes themselves. This remo- 
val or modification of the chief and pri- 
mary causes. must depend on Ihe return- 
ing prudence, moderation, and good 
sense of the coiiimunitv, •generally, in 
limiting trade wi liin reasonable Itoun- 
darics aliniidoning niimcroii.s wild specu- 
lations in land- and slo- ks, a ml in mana- 
ging their banking concerns with a stric 
ter regard to true Imiikiug principles. 

The only cause over \>hicli this De 
parlment has any immediata codirol, be- 
ing the execution of the late deposite 
act, you " ill readilt' perceive that its 
severtil j’f n^ving emanated from 
Congress, and not the Treasurv, can le- 
gally be changed or modified by Congress 
alone. In the mean time, those pr.ivi- 
sions it is my duty, and will he my care, 
faithfully to enforce, while they' remain 
a part of Ihc laud. But every indul- 
gence which ran be granted, consistent 
with those provisions, will cheerfully be 
given to the fiscal agents of the 'Tren- 
siiry, and through them to the commer 
ciiil communitv.as well as to all persons 
unfavorably affected by the operation of 
a portion of the deposite act. 

So far as regards your requests, there 
is a discrimination to be noticed between 
two species of distribiili >n of the public 
money required b\ the act. 

'I'lie first distribution is between differ- 
ent banks, sotliat no one sliall lie allow- 
ed to hold permanently more (itiblic mo- 
ney than three fourths the amoimt uf its 
capital. 'This is not in any degree post- 
ptined by the act to the ne.xi year, oranv 
other specified lime; but is to lake cf 
feet as soon as practicable, or according 
to the fair construction of tlie intention 
of Congress, soon ns it can reasonably 
be effected, consideiing all the various i 
circum.stances connected wiib so large 
and delicate an operation.
